Little Rock, Ark.— “Uncle Tom” 
Adkisson, sixty-three, illiterate ring 
leader of Arkansas’ draft resisters, 
has been 
returned 
to 
the 
State 
prison to complete a two-and-a-half- 
year term for manslaughter, Gov­ 
ernor McRae recently paroled 
the 
aged mountaineer for good behav­ 
ior, but following protestations of 
former service men and citizens the 
Governor cancelled thd parole. 
Adkisson as the leader of a de­ 
termined band of mountaineers who 
staged a ten-day battle in the hills 
near Hober Springs in July, 1918, 
when Federal authorities began a 
round-up ot fhis States’s 30,000 al­ 
leged draft evaders. 
Hardy Adkisson, twenty-five and 
Bliss Adkisson, twenty-six, sons of 
the old 
man, 
were 
within 
the 
draft age. 
The registration board 
denied them exemption 
dn 
the 
ground that they had wives to sup­ 
port for the reason that all of the 
Adkissons resided together. 
Barricading themselves in their 
home the Adkisson clan, assisted by 
other illiterate mountaineers, 
de­ 
fied the Government. 
Two com­ 
panies of machine 
gunners 
from 
Little Rock surrounded the 
home 
In the hills and 
after a ten-day 
battle, the 
draft 
resisters 
were 
captured. Porter Hazelwood, a dep­ 
uty sheriff was shot to death by the 
Adkisson clan. 
Bliss Adkisson, arraigned in court 
pleaded guilty to a murder charge 
and is now serving a 
twenty-one- 
year sentence. 
His brother Hardy, 
was given a two-year term. 
Following a stay of 
execution, 
granted so that he might care for 
his family, the elder Adkisson en­ 
tered the penitentiary 
in 
August, 
1920, to begin a two-and-a-half year 
term. In May, 1921, he was parol­ 
ed. 
The American Legion of Ark­ 
ansas protested vehemently and Gov 
ernor McRae ordered his rearrest 
and return to prison, where he is 
now a trusty.

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CHINA R. R. PLAN INCLUDES 5 NEW ROADS AND 
MORE CARS. 


China is looking up. 
The Fukien Provincial Assembly is to 
build five roads—one, the Eastern, from Chasan to Futing, 1584 
Ii; the second, known as tne W estern, from Fengshi to Kwangtseh, 
1515 Ii; the third, known as the Central, from Nansu to Hokow, 
1025 Ii; the fourth, known as the Southern, from Haiteng to 
Shanghung, 535 Ii, and the fifth, known as the Northern, from 
Fuan to Shaowu, 715 Ii. 
A Ii is 1800 feet or a little more than a third of a mile. The 
estimate is to spend $1500 per Ii of road built. Considering labor 
costs in China, it would seem pretty good roads could be built 
for that amount. 
The province of Fukien is in Southeastern China. The island 
of Formosa stands immediately east. 
The Peking Hankow Railway invites tenders for forty pas­ 
senger and dining cars as follows: 
Six first-class sleeping cars, 
six second-class sleeping cars, six composite first and seond-class 
passenger cars, six dining cars, six third-class passenger cars with 
restaurant and ten third-class passenger cars. 
Tenders will be 
opened July I. 
There is an aerial post service between Pekin and Tientsin. 
For letters sent by this route special stamps are to be issued, one j 
for fifteen cents, another for thirty cenvs and the third for forty­ 
five cents. The stamps will have a picture of an aeroplane flying 
over the Great Wall of China and the words, “Aerial Postal Ser­ 
vice,” will be printed in Chinese and English. 
The Ministry of Communications has appointed a commission 
to devise a method for eliminating “red tape” and graft. Its first 
attention will be devoted to the Government railroads.

former service men and citizens the 
Governor cancelled thd parole. 
Adkisson as the leader of a de­ 
termined band of mountaineers who 
staged a ten-day battle in the hills 
near Hober Springs in July, 1918, 
when Federal authorities began a 
round-up ot fhis States’s 30,000 al­ 
leged draft evaders. 
Hardy Adkisson, twenty-five and 
Bliss Adkisson, twenty-cjx, sons of 
the old 
man, 
were 
within 
the 
draft age. 
The registration board 
denied them exemption 
dn 
the 
ground that they had wives to sup­ 
port for tho reason that all of the 
Adkissons resided together. 
Barricading themselves in 
their 
home the Adkisson clan, assisted by 
other illiterate mountaineers, 
de­ 
fied the Government. 
Two com­ 
panies of machine 
gunners 
from 
Little Rock surrounded the 
home 
in the hills and 
after a ten-day 
battle, the 
draft 
resisters 
were 
captured. Porter Hazelwood, a dep­ 
uty sheriff was shot to death by the 
Adkisson clan. 
Bliss Adkisson, arraigned in court 
pleaded guilty to a murder charge 
and is now serving a 
twenty-one- 
year sentence. 
His brother Hardy, 
was given a two-year term. 
Following a stay of 
execution, 
granted so that he might care for 
his family, the elder Adkisson en­ 
tered the penitentiary 
in 
August, 
1920, to begin a two-and-a-half year 
term. In May, 1921, he was parol­ 
ed. 
The American Legion of Ark­ 
ansas protested vehemently and Gov 
ernor McRae ordered his rearrest 
and return to prison, where he is 
now a trusty.
